the record accepted, as he would have full 
knowledge of the class of his pacemaker.

track. For instance, if they give unusual 
amount of time away to training, or if 
they are presumed to be getting a larger 
salary than the work would warrant, they 
will be transferred without further explan- 
ation.

So why shouldn't men who 
have nothing protest.

This Is pretty plain Calk, .bub 
I am very careful not to make a statement 
I cannot- prove. We all remember tho 
naval parade on the Hudson river, when 
thousands of people were obliged to wait 
several hours for the president to sober off 
enough for him to review tho parade.

We must yield 


nothing as a matter of compromise , for 
any party. 
"As for the Norwegian system, churches 


generally are against it. It is not a suc- 
cess in Scandinavia; if it we:ro It does not 
prove that it would be here. Things aro 
different in both places, and among other 
things, there, a man has a vote or votes 
compared to tho property he holds, while 
here, every man is entitled to but one vote 
—with the exception of .the ward heelers. 


"Let us havo no license; prohibition un- 


til tha fight shall have been accomplished 
and tha rum truffle is in hell." 
When Dr. Lansing had completed, every- 


body applauded his efforts.

WASHINSTON, April 6.—16 is stated by 


those in a position to speak with author- 
ity that as soon as Venezuela is convinced 
that Great Britain has finally declined to 
arbitrate or settle the boundary dispute, as 
suggested by the United States, through 
Ambassador Bayard, the uouthern repub- 
lic will regretfully but resolutely resort to 
what sho regards as her only recourse—a 
resort to force. 


Venezuela fully recognizes the great 


military strength of Great Britain, but it 
Is declared that her people are ready to 
pee their homes and their citizens deso- 
lated and laid in ashes rather than sub- 
mit to what they regard as national dis- 
honor. It is said that the contention 
with Great Britain is not so much one of 
territory, as of. tho sentiment and honor 
involved. So firmly impressed have they 
become with this opinion, it is expressed 
that they would rather see their country 
go out of existence than pass into tho 
practical control of a foreign power. 


Little doubc is felt under these circum- 


stances that Venezuela will forcibly as- 
sert her rights to the disputed Orinoco 
territory as soon as Great Britain's rejeo- 
.tion of a settlement are definitely com- 
municated. The territory extends about 
160 miles along the coast, running back 85 
miles to what is known as the Schomberg 
line. Through the middle of this strip 
runs the Orinoco river, commanding com- 
merce of the interior of South America. 
Great Britain is already well intrenched 
there, with a naval station at the mouth 
of the river. 


: The interest of the United States in the 


controversy has progressed steadily in re 
cent; days. It began with the friendly 
suggestion through Mr. Bayard of a set- 
tlement and a request from congress that 
Great Britain submit to arbitration. The 
United States sq.uadron, under Admiral 
Meado, was accorded an ovation at Vene- 
zuelan ports, quite recently, and seeps 
were taken to commemorate tho Monroo 
doctrine by erecting a statue to Presi- 
dent Monroa ac the Capitol of Venezuela. 


Looking: to Us For Aid.
